I MORE WOMEN THAN MEN 

They Throw Off Olseasa More Easily, 
That’s the Reason 

The fact that In almost alt civilized 
countries women ouenumbe,- men has 
been ascrib.-d to the higher birth rat> 
of girl babioi; yet statistics show that" 
106 boys are torn K> every 100 
girls. According to flgureo complied 
by a European statistician the girl has 
a better chance than the boy of attain-- 
ing maturltr. 

He finds that Irom^the third ,to. the ^ 
fifteenth year the mortality for hothi 
sexes Is the same; from the fifteenth! 
to the nineteenth year the critical age I 
for glrT^ the girl’s chances are slight¬ 
ly better than the boy’s; from the 
thirtieth year to the thirty-fifth the 
mortality among women Is .‘smallsf 
than Among men, and It continues' 
smaller until the seventieth year, 
for a decade and a half, the sexes 
once more Uave the same chance of 
survival, but above 85 years of age 
woman again stands a mdeb better 
chance than mai^. 

To account for this difference the 
statistician points out that woman has 
greater reslllenc" In* shaking off dis¬ 
eases than man. It la true that the 
physical strength of man Is greater 
than woman's but a woman’s power of 




Oanadian Btde ^re Being Revlvnl so 
. X Eastern Coast. 

A vigorous effort is being made to 
revive'the Canadian oyster industry 
in the Maritime Provinces. 

An agreement has been reached be- 
the Dominion Government and 
the alaritime Provinces regarding the 
title to shore fisheries in the laMer, 
Mr. Frost says, a«d already the most 
famous and most productive areas, 
those of Prince Edward Island, have 
been surveyed and are now being 
leased for private oyster culture. Sites 
for these oyster beds are open to for¬ 
eign as well as Canadian oyster com¬ 
panies, and Government instruction 
and assistance will be given to those 
who undertijke to build up leased oya 
ter beds. 

The species of oyster found in east¬ 
ern Canada is the same as that of the 
entire Atlantic coast of North Amer¬ 
ica. The Canadian beds are confined 
almost wholly to the extreme soutlv. 
ern shore of the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 
The Maritime oyster matures some¬ 
what mure slowly Uian that of the 
southern- regions,- requiring four to 
five years,before beijig of best market 
able size, while more southerly 
■ters require but three to four years. 
Its shell is comparatively heavy and 
rough, moreover, and with irregular 
laminations, which make it difficult 
to open. It is said to stand shipment 
and storage better than the more 
southern oyster. ' 

The advesee-'couditions which hsvs 
brought the oyster beds of these pro¬ 
vinces to their present condition have 
been numerous. 

The most influential factor in the 
destruction of the Maritime . oyster 
beds, is authoritatively stated to have 
been the practidh by farmers si dredg¬ 
ing for so-called mussel mud, in real¬ 
ity oyster mud, for lertiliaer. This 
material consists of a deposit of dis 
integrated mussel, clam and oyster 
shell, and contains many of the shells 
themselves, and even live Crustacea,

The value of mussel nlud as a ferti¬ 
lizer is problematical, since if used 
without copious animal or other ni¬ 
trates its lime extract the nitrogen 
from the land disastrously. It is un¬ 
questionably a soil stimulant, how¬ 
ever, and for many years the farmers 
disputed with the fishermen on (he 
contention that the oystqr industry 
was less important than the mud dig 
ging. In 1877 Governmental experts 
recommended'that no mud be dredged 
within 60 yards of a living oystei 
bed, and in 1892 a regulation was put 
in force prohibiting digging within 
200 yards of oyster beds. This restric¬ 
tion has now shown itself beneficial to 
the irvdustry.” 

A goorfmeasure of success for Cana- 

J in oyster culture is foreshadowed 
t only by the experience of oyster 
-mers in the United States, France, 
igland and'Japan, hut also by the 
experiments conducted here by the 
Domwion Government and by private 
enter^ise: Capt. Ernest Kemp, the 
oyster expert of the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment, ha.s built two large artificial 
oyster beds which, although dating 
but from (he summers of 1910 and 1911, 
give every promise of being highly 
successful and productive. In 1910 an 
area of fouc acres in the outer portion 
of Richmond Bay was planted with 
363 bushels of small oysters obtained 
from the bars off Ram and Curtain Is¬ 
lands in the same bay. This bed is at 
present in excellent' condition. In 
1911 another four-acre tract was pre¬ 
pared near Caribou Island, off Pietou 
County, in the Straits of Northumber¬ 
land, and was planted with about 
twenty-five barrels of Richmond Bay 
oysters. 

Froin~the quantities of oysters for* 
merly produced in island waters, how. 
ever, it is evident that there must be 
sufficient food matter present there to 
support from six to eight times as 
large a yield as the current one, if 
the proper sites are chosan.

THE EXPERIMENTAL f ARM 


A visit to the C.P.R experiineti- 
tal farm just over the railway to 
the east of Vulcan, will certainly 
repay the trouble of going. There 
one has the opportunity of inspect¬ 
ing an ideal <|uarter section farm 
planned and laid out in ^uch”*a 
manner as is consistent with scien¬ 
tific farming. Nothing tlvit is 
necessary to the well-being of the 
place has been overlooked. The 
buildings on the place have all 
been constructed along lines which 
tend to the utmost utility, and 
everything in them has been com¬ 
pleted only after niature'~tonsidera- 
tioii. 

The barn is- capable of holding 
^ix horses, with a loose box fof 
colts, and ten Cows, with^ a loose 
box for tlVe calves. The stalls __for 
the animals face each other, tlie 
COWS on out side and horses on the 
other. Down the centre, between 
the stalls, there ds a feed passage 
with a galvanized lined feed box at 
the far end. The hay from the 
spacious loft overhead . can he let 
down to theTeed passage through 
trap doors, which is a great con¬ 
venience as it does away with the 
necessity of mounting to the loft at 
every feeding time. Mild floors 
are laid in the horse stalls, wliile 
those of the cows are of solid wood 
with a mud passage nnining be¬ 
hind that, Sliecial attention has 
Ixren paid tojhe lighting and ven¬ 
tilation.- 'At'the side of the barn 
there runs the imnlement shed. 

The I'iggeries are iierhaps tlie 
most interesting building on the 
farm, as there .are many iiovqI 
arrangements, the utility of which 
are apparent immetliately on ifeiYf- 
onstration. This building is ar¬ 
ranged with a central pa.ssage, pens 
on each sid^^,’ On one side there 
are six iiens and on the other, four 
of ordinary size, one larger one 
ancka box for storing feed. Each 
1 i>eu is fittetl with a feetling arrange¬ 
ment which is oiieraterl from the 
feed passage. The idea is that 
part of the pen side can be swung 
inwards, and there fastened, so 
I that the trough can be filletl with- 
! out interference from the animals, 
as the trough is protected by the 
swing part. When the trough is 
filled the catch is released, the side 
Swiirgs back into its former posi¬ 
tion thereby uncovering the trough 
and the animals can feetl without 
causing the splashing to spread 
into the feeding passage. The 
beds, which are all double floored, 
are slightly above the leveF of the 
l>eii floor, and round them there is 
constructed an arrangement where-’ 
by the littfiUi'jCapes any danger of 
being crushed. There are d(x>rs 
lietween the fowling passage and I 
the jiens so arranged that the 
animals may lie transferred from a 
pen to the one opposite By the pas¬ 
sage which the open doors form. 
Tlie (.loot leading from e'ach pen to 
the outside is operated from the 
feed passage by means of a roiie 
and pulley and each pen has its 
own outside run. The ventillation 
of the piggeries has been Ihonglit- 
fnlly worked out. There is a door 
leailing from outside at each end of 
the feed imssage, and each pen has 
its own window which works on 
the same plan as the ventilating 
wiiidotys in tlie other .buildings. 
They'are hinged at tire bottom, 
and oiH-'ii ill, between defloctiiig 
, shields. 

The poultry house, which faces 
the west, is double boardejl and 
papered. At the far end of the 
lionse from the door there are the 
perches, and tliey canJbfc shut off 
from .the rest of the place iiy means 
of a (luck curtain worked on a rol¬ 
ler with cord luid pulley. The 
nests, which are enclosed^ run 
along, the far side opposite the 
windows, ami are so con.strncted 
that life birds enter at the sides and 
then go -along a passage Irehind.

Wolves Killing Off the Buffalo 

foves’lgations carried on by the 
Forestr.v Branch of the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment have proven conclusively that 
several large herd? of wild buffalo are 
still to be foutid In the hilly country 
on the northern boundary df Alberta, 
In the neighborhood of the Slave Riv¬ 
er. A party working under the di¬ 
rection of Mr. A. J. Bell, the Govern¬ 
ment Agent at Fort Smith, made a 
study of the habits aud obtained pho¬ 
tographs of these buffalo of the plains, 
the remnants of wtiich were forced to 
seek shelter In the timbered fastness¬ 
es of the north. 

These wood-buffalo, when fully 
grown are abl; to defend themselves 
against their natural enemies, but In 
the winter before the young yearlings 
have attained full strength, they,.tre- 
quently fall victims to the limber- 
wolves. Bands of these wolves hover 
around the flanks of the buffalo herds 
as they pasg In single tile from one 
feeding ground to another, waiting for 
the opportunity to cut off a young 
animal aa drive U from the begten

Because a farmer keeps a herd of 
dairy cows It do<M not necessarily fol¬ 
low that each one in the herd Is es- 
Mclally adapted for lalrylng. The 
9pe and general appearance may he 
good, the temperament anl disposition 
may promise fair results, but tlie real, 
value of each one Is to be mewaured 
actually and practically by Just her 
Individual yield not the average of the 
herd as a whole, at the end of a full 
season’s work. 

Over and over again when dairy 
farmers have checked up the produc¬ 
tion separafojjt^of'elhh cow therh have 
been fomrawmnderful' surprises and 
serious / disappointments. Thosd 
good lookers have .turned out to be 
poor producers; the'despised cow of 
Insignificant appearance has often 
proved a uplendid moneymaker when 
her moderate cost of feed has been de¬ 
ducted fronl'the largo-total yield of 
milk and fat. Some cow testing fig¬ 
ures recorded by the dairy division at 
Ottawa, Show great contrasts. For In¬ 
stance, two cows yielding the same 
weight of milk may differ in profit by 
$25.00. The aged cow may do far 
bettor than the five-:-jar-old. Two 
mature cows in the same herd have 
been known to differ In production by 
eight thousand pounds of milk. One 
herd of twelve cows last year gave 
thirty-six tons of milk more than an¬ 
other herd of twelve. How are these 
vital points to bo definitel/ ascertained 
by the pr-tctlcai dairyman? Such 
facU are brought to light when figures 
are usei. It is Just as simple as A. 
B.C. Kfrep records of individual pro¬ 
duction; it takes scarcely ter. minutes 
per cow per month, and t.hundantly 
pays every dairyman.

It Is possible that the Dominion 
Government will raise the bounty here 
to forty dollars in the hope of riddliig_ 
the regions of these pests, and of pre¬ 
venting the extinction of the last wild 
bison In existence.

ACCORD WITH U. 8 .

Henry Lane Wilton leeuea a Statement 
Declaring That Great Britain hed 
Recognized the Heurata Government 
at a Provlalonal Government Only. 
Waablnjcton.— Henry Lane Wllaon, 
the furloughed American ambaaaador 
t. Mexico, leaned a etatement here 
attackinE tte reerpt atatemeni 
accredited to the Britleh terelfa />^ 
flee, declaring that Great Britain had 
recognized the Huerta government aa i 
a provisional governrient only; that 
Ba recognition was prompted by a de- 
alre t-' contribute tc the restoration of 
order and also because of Wilson’s 
congratulatory speech on the occas¬ 
ion of the reception of the^ Mexico 
City diplomatic corps by Huerta. 

Mr. Wilson chaVacterlzes the state¬ 
ment as: At variance with tbo tradi¬ 
tions of the British foreign office and 
with the character it has maintained 
before the worid for two centuries. 

I doubt the genuineness otthe state¬ 
ment, as it is a pure kubterfuge un¬ 
worthy of the British foreign office, 
said Mr. Wilson in a lengthy discuss¬ 
ion. Mr. Wilson said: 

As there existed at .the time of this 
action only a provlsibnal government 
in Mexico the government of Great 
Britain could naturally recognize no¬ 
thing but a provisional government, 
which it did in exa|.tly the same..inan- 
ner'.and practically the same phrase¬ 
ology as all other European govern¬ 
ments. That Great Britain was mov¬ 
ed to recognition by its desire to as¬ 
sist in the restoration of order is 
mjst likely true, and I believe 'this 
factor waa the determining one with 
all governments which followed the 
example of Great Brltrln though meet 
of them r(:Cognized the Mexican pro¬ 
visional-. government at a much later 
date. 

The action of the government of 
Great BittalfTwas not in the slightest 
degree affected by the so-call^ ‘Con¬ 
gratulatory speech,’ made by me on 
behalf of the diplomatic corps. This 
address was not drawn by me. but 
by-the Spanish and.J3ritisb ministers 
(t the request of the entire diplomat¬ 
ic ccH-ps. I purposely declined re¬ 
sponsibility for the wording, and in 
the form in which it finally appeared 
It was the expression of the views of 
the entire diplomatic corps represent¬ 
ing governments which hedanone of 
them, .atdhat time, recosnizel the pro¬ 
visional government. For more than 
n month after this reception the Brif- 
ieh government maintained an atti¬ 
tude olt hostility towards the govern¬ 
ment of General Huerta, and when 
finally recognition wa3 accorded, it 
came as the result of a'complete re¬ 
versal of policy. The governments of 
the other European powers recognized 
the Mexican provisional, government 
some tlmu after the recognition of 
Britain was given, after waiting vainly 
for the recognition of the government 
of the U. 8 . which they universally 
thought should be accorded. 

,7he truth of the st :ement.J have 
made here is on record in the depart¬ 
ment of sUtc TR, WaMilngton, and 
doubtlese also upon the record of 
every government accredited to Mex¬ 
ico at that time. ' 

Attitude Over Huerta Regime 
London.—The British government, 
nettled by comments of American 
newspapers concorning Great Britain's 
recognttloi. of President Huerta, de¬ 
clares that the comment is ba 8 ed_pn 
a misconception of facts. It also re¬ 
pudiates the insinuation that the in¬ 
fluence of powerful financial interests 
were used in bringing about recogni¬ 
tion. In a statement issued recently 
the government says: 

The recognition of Preshlsot Huerta 
was tho recognition of a provisional 
president ponding an election. It was 
done on the advice of the British mln- 
^ ister of Mexico, as being likely to as¬ 
sist in tho rostoratlon of o.riUr—an 
Important consWeratlonvIn view of the 
large British money involved. 

The French and German govern- 
ra^ntt also recognized President Huer- 
t:. after a reception by him of the 
whole diplomatic party at which a 
congratula'.ory speech was made -in 
their behalf by the American ambas¬ 
sador.

Indian Chiefs'Gave Shock*'to SritisiT 
Columbia Attorney 

Vancouver.—Attorney General Hon. 
W. J. Bowser, who Is acting Premier 
of British Columbia, met with an ad¬ 
venture which gave him a hard shock. 

Last winter tbe Government spent 
thirty thousand dollars in a fruitless 
endeavor to arrest Moses and Paul, 
two Indian outlaws who bad killed 
Richard Kindness, a police officer. Pos¬ 
ses scoured tbe Indians all over the 
Cariboo country; but never caught 
up. 

Finally the police 'were withdrawn 
and a council of Indian chiefs were 
called together. They were Induced 
to surrender Moses aad Paul, who 
were nromlsed a fair' trial, fees for 
witneues, lawyers, et<!. 

The Indl ms were tried, convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged. In order 
to thank the Indians and express due 
apjlrocldTidD of the sun-ender they 
engineered the Goverrment had hand¬ 
some gold medals prepared. Mr. Bow¬ 
ser Journed 300 miles up country to 
personally thank the chiefs aad pin the j 
meda’.b on their brave breasts Tbe 
c remony was proceeding as gay as a 
marrlagq bcH. v/hen up spoke one. 
Tyee Jimmy, chief of the Llllooets, to 
the effect that he wanted the prisoners 
given their liberty and did not want 
any medal. 

Said jimmy: It we takeihe medals 
other Indians will say that it is blocd 
money. You wear the medals, them 
o.her Injuns hang.. i » 

This declaration had the” same effect 
as yelling ’Scab’ amon.,, a gang of 
union workmens Tho Indians told 
Mr. Bowser that hp could keep his 
medals; he brought them back to 
town. 

Mines and Orchar*Bs Twofold Source of 
Wealth 

Elko, B.C.—From the annual report 
of the British Columbia department of 
mlnes% Just Issued, It appears that 1912 
was the best year for^the mining in¬ 
dustry In the entire 'history of the 
Province. The figures also indifcate 
that over 80 per cent of all ths petall- 
IferouB and coal mines of the Province 
for the year was the product of the 
Kootenay and Boundary districts. In 
addition to the mineral resources of 
these dXslricts, the organization of new 
markets for local frulU and dairy pro¬ 
ducts Is proceeding steadily. The 
Hudson’s Bay Company is now report¬ 
ed to have become extensively Inter¬ 
ested in a new marketing organization 
that Is being effected for the purpose, 
of handling the fruit and produce otrt- 
put of this section; and a strong stim¬ 
ulus to general business Is anticipat¬ 
ed, especially among fruit growers and 
large shippers.

London.—Seventeen militant suffra¬ 
gettes were brought up In the police 
Qourt recently and sentenced to terms 
of imprisonment ranging from a week 
Hi two months, as a sequel to an at¬ 
tempt to storm Premier Asquith’s offi¬ 
cial residence In Down street. 

You women are overstepping the or¬ 
dinary bounds of lawlessness—you are 
becoming anarchists, said the migls- 
trate In Bow street police court In 
sentencing the militant suffragettes 
who took part In the street fighting 
when Sylvia Pankhurst led a mob of 
10,000 women In an attempted assault 
upon the residence of Premier As¬ 
quith. 

Edith Billings was sentenced to pay 
a fine of $ 10 , or spend one month in 
Jail, and Kathleen Jarvis was sen¬ 
tenced to two months at hard labor. 

Verity Oates and Gwendoline Cook 
were discharged on their promise not 
to take part In any of tlie Sunday riots 
of women In the future. 

Four other suffragettes were bound 
over In the sum of $40 to keep the 
peace. A laborer who had taken part 
In the rioting, was sentenced to two 
months. He announced that he 
would^go on a hunger strike. 

People of France Militant Patriots 
Ottawa.—The patriotism of the 
people throughout tho provinces of 
France Is unbounded, says E. B. 
SPevlln, k.C., M.P., after returning 
from a trip to Europe. 

Mr. Devlin was In the Chamber cf 
Deputies when tho three-year military 
rule was passed. In the Chamber 
of deputies the motlor met with al¬ 
most eager approval, whllj the feeling 
throughout the French provinces and 
districts, where the land and- Institu¬ 
tions are, to a great extent la tho 
hands of tha people, was one cf ready 
acquiescence In the proposal to length¬ 
en the period of military service from 
two to three years.

When they saw a great victory tiny 
sang unto the I.Aird, hjnt -vheu only a 
tow daye later they caiiie to the biller 
uwatei' of Marah they munuurtd, A. 
few weeks later 'hoy juurmurod agniu 
and wlMied thenfuelves bhek In Kgypv 
wher^ they said chey ale broad lo the 
full, and ere long they murmured 
again because there was no water to 
drink (Kx. xv. 23-27; xvl, 2-12; xvll, 
1-3). Note the .word raiirmur at least 
ten times In connection with thest, 
three Ihcldents. As St Is -JvrlUeu lu 
Ps. cvl, 13, 14, 21. 28: riiey soon foi^ 
got His works. They walled not for 
His counsel, bii: Thsted oxce-.-dliigly l.i 
the wilderness and temrt 3 d God to 
the desert. They torgot God the'.r 
Savlous which- had done great things 
In Egypt. They miirmurvd In their 
tents and hearkened not uii’o ilio 
voice of the Lord. These thing, lire 
written fci .-ur admonition that we 
may ndt murmur, tor when the pt'ople 
coniTnatoea It displeased tho Lord il 
Cor. X, lO; Nunv, x^ 1). 

The waters at .Marah were sweeten 
eJ by a tree which the toirtl shewed te 
Moses and which he cast into the wa¬ 
ters. ThTs, to iny uilnd, lakes es 
back to the tree of life In Eden and 
onward to the trees of Exek. xlvii, 12 - 
and the tree of life of Rev. xxil, 2. I 
think also of the tree that recovered 
the lost axe (II Kings, vl. 6 ). and lu all 
I see Him w’no alone can s' eoien tlie 
Bitter and recover tho lost. Meditate 
upon HI I new name—'T am the Lord 
that healeth thee—and be'patent tilt 
He brings yo\ to BHm (xv, 26. 27). 

In response to their cry for food He 
brought quails and satlcfled them with 
the bread of heaven. They spal e 
against God. They said: Can C.od 
furnish ., table to the wilderness' 
Can He give.bread also? Can He pro¬ 
vide flesh fqr His people? Then ho 
rained -Jown manna upju them to eat 
and gave them the corn -f heaven. 
Man did eat angels' food. He sent 
them moat ij the fui: (Ps. cv. 40; 
lxxvlll,_19, 20. 24. 26). He said ta 
Moses:*Behold, I will rain tread from 
heaven for you, and the people simi: 
go out and gtither a certain rate every 
day (lessoi. verse 4), or as In the 
margin, the portion of it day lu h s 
day. 

• It came In this way: When the dew 
that lay upon the ground was gone up 
it left a small round thing, white like 
coriander seed, and H tasted like waf¬ 
ers made with honey (verses 13. 14, 
31). Moses said unto them; This is 
the bread which toe Lord hath given 
you to eat (verse 16). They were to 
gather It every fltorning before the sun 
was hot, tor .hen It melted, and they 
were to rwtoer it every man accordli.g 
to his eating, some more, some lees. 
They were not to keep It over till'the 
morrow, for it would spoil, except on 
the sixth day, for then God v ould care 
for It that It should not spoil, for 
they were not to gather It on the Sab¬ 
bath (verses 16 to 26). So perverse 
and desperately wicked Is the he-irt of 
man that some kept it over till the 
morning, and It bred worms anil 
stank, and some went out to look for 
It on the Sabba'.h (verses 2', 27). 

When th.-y first saw li they said; 
What Is this? Therefore It Is calletl 
manna (verse 16, margin). They 
ground it In mills, or beat it in ■ 
mortar, or baked It to pans .'.nd made 
cakes of It. ivnd It tasted like fresh 
oil (Num. xl, 7, 9). They did eat It 
forty yeare until the’ came to the 
borders of Canaan (verse 36). 
golden,pot of It was ph-.ced In the ark 
of the coirenan; when that ark was 
made and kept for a memorial (verses 
31. 34; Heb. lx, 4). He who gave them 
this food has also given us Himself, 
the true bread from heavea; and hat 
said: I am the Hying bread whkh 
came down from heaven, nlf any man 
eat of thfs bread he shall live for 
ever. And the bread that 1 will give 
Is my flesh, which I will give for the 
life of the world (John vl, 61). KeaB 
John vl. 47-68. 

Believing on Him means receiving 
Him according to John I, 12. The 
phrase; every m.'.n according to his 
eating i verses 18, 21) Is found also in 
conntcTkm with tho passovor lan.li 
(chapter xll, 4), for whether It be the 
lamb or the manna It Is Himself, end 
we are reminded of the words: He 
that eateth me, even he shall live by 
me (John vl, 67). There Is life, and 
111 more abundantly. The murmur¬ 
ing at Rcphldhn brought them water 
from the smitten rock (xvll. fi). and 
the New Testament com men , is; They 
drank of that spiritual Rock that 'vent 
with them, and that Rock was Christ 
(I Cor. X, 4, margin). 

The Incident at Rephldlni concern¬ 
ing the conflict with Auial. k (xvll, 8 - 
16) and the victory of the Israelites 
under Joshua while Aaron and Hnr 
stayed up the hands of Moses until the 
going down of the sun suggests the 
conflict of flesh and spirit and that we 
are to give the old sinful naiure no 
quarter whatevm'. We have one at 
the Father’s right hand for us vvho 
ever Ilveth to make Intercession and 
who cannot fall. bJt wc must be will 
Ing to be always delivered to ffFat , 
the fleath of self for His sake (11 Cor. 
Iv, 10, 11).
